Near 
the tavern is “The Annex” for the 
use of the employes. There is one 
room where they may be together, 
and also seven lodging rooms. A 
livery and feed stable also forms a 
part of the premises.

Fatal Shooting at Gorham, N. H._ 

|/‘ [special TO Tins NEWS J 

Gorham, N.' H., Oct. 26.—This' 
morning about 4.30* o’clock, Wil¬ 
liam Monehan while" under the 
influence of liquor, shot and in¬ 
stantly killed Joseph Gauthier. 

Later in the morning Monehan 
shot Will Thoit of Shelburne, an d 
selectman, ‘Gates of Gorham. 

Monehan is known as a village 
loafer, and heavy drinker, when 
he could get liquor to drink. He 
entered the Grand Trunk yard, 
whore Gauthier, a French ‘ Cana¬ 
dian was employed, and had Some 
words with Gauthier, although- the 
other employes state that it 
could hardly be called a quarrel. 
Monfehan left the yard and Gau¬ 
thier and a fellow employer by the 
nffme of Barrett, went to their 
bunks in a shanty near the track. 
About 4.20 Monehan returned and 
entered the shanty with a double- 
barrelled shot gun. and aiming it 
at Gauthier, who was lying in his 
bunk demanded him to get up, 
which he did in great haste,; no 
sooner had he succeeded in putting 
on his clothes than' Monehan 
commanded him to hold up his 
hands; Gauthier obeyed as before. 
At this point Barrett, who says 
he was almost frightened, out of his 
wits, informed Monehan that he 
was^ going too'" Mr, whereupon thh 
madman discharged the contents 
of one barrel and Gauthier fell 
Barrett instantly dodged behind 
the murderer, and fled. Fearing 
that .the murderer might search 
for him he kept concealed until 
daylight and then notified Select¬ 
men Woodbury Gates and Irving 
Fogg,’ Who started in pursuit of 
Monehan. He was found near the 
Church street, crossing, and as 
Gates stepped doward him he was 
shot in the neck. Fogg at once 
grappled with the murderer and 
succeeded in disarming him and 
holding him until assistance came. 

Sheriff Hamlin shortly arrived 
and took the murderer into cus¬ 
tody. As he was taken away he 
made several boasts that-he had 
taken three bloods that' morning. 
Surprised^ at this boast, the. crowd 
began to search for the third and 
soon found the lifeless body of Will : 
Thoits Who had just-come from 
Shelburne to Gorham to wprk. 

Gates was taken home at once 
and doctors summoned, who pro¬ 
nounced him in a critical condi¬ 
tion and recovery doubtful. Mon¬ 
ehan was arrainged before Judge 
Rich of Berlin, and committed to 
jail without bail. 

Wed. A. M.-We are wired this 
morning that morfe definite infor¬ 
mation has been obtained concern¬ 
ing the murder of Thoits. It ap¬ 
pears that there was an eye wit¬ 
ness to the deed!,- who states that 
he.was .some distance away and 
did not hear any conversation, hut 
saw Monehan shoot Thoits 
about 5.40 yesterday morning. 
We are also informed that 
Gates’ condition this morning is 
much improved, he having re¬ 
gained his senses, and the doctors 
think his chances for recovery are 
good.
